the China Imperial Famine ' Relief 
Committee, early severe frosts are 
aggravating the -effects of the 
famine’ in Shantung and Chibli. 


The C.LF.R.C.” representative , at 
Tainan reports that cropa have 
been harvested, but the grain is 
suficient only for a few weeks. 
The people have no winter clothes 
or bedding, which have all been 
sold earlier to buy food. ‘One’ 
meal a day or none is the rule, 
the common diet being a mixture 
of eath, chaff, bark, tree leaves, 
etc.” , : 
From Lintaing it is reported that 
the Shantung famine is still ex- 
treme. Crops have been a com- 
plete, failure due to drought, grass- 
hoppers and worms, and the 
people are eating chaff and tree 
leaves. In six hsien half ao,.million 
are actually starving. s 
The Tungchanglu. representative 
says that early, frosts have blasted 
all hopes of harvesting late . beans, 
peanuts, buckwheat, potatoes, and 
corn, while carrots, cotton and sweet 
potatoes are badly damaged. ‘“Hun- 
dreds are evacuating and hunting 
for food and employment, while 
thousands’ are clamouring for re-, 
lief’ Suaiynan is. also. affected, 
and-conditions are reported to be 
very bad round Paotuchen.
